SAMOA’S HORROR. 


Graphic Description of the 
Recent Disaster. 


A FEARFUL FIGHT FOR LIFE 


An Uneqnal Battle with the Hosts of 
the Storm King. 


DEATH OF CAPTAIN SCHOORMAKER. 


The Samoan Islanders Bisk Their 
Lives to Save Both Friends and 
Foes—Condition of the 
Nipsic.

The Oceanic Steamship Company’s steamer 
Alameda, Captain H. G. Morse, arrived in San 
Francisco at 8 o’clock Saturday morning from 
Australia, having touched at Apia, in the Sa­ 
moan group, on her way up. By her was re­ 
ceived full advices ol the terrible disaster by 
which the American and German war ships 
were destroyed in the hurricane of the 16th and 
17th of March. Telegraphic reports of the de­ 
struction wrought by the cyclone have already 
been published, but the Alameda brings ad­ 
ditional details. The Alameda had on board 
122 cabin passengers, 30 naval officers and men, 
and 80 steerage passengers. Captain Morse ar! 
rived oft Tutuila on March 29th, at 10:30 p. m., 
and found the American schooner Equator, 
with ten cadets irom the American wrecked 
men-of-war, awaiting his arrival. He sailed for 
Apia at 2:50 p. m. on the following morning, ar­ 
riving off Apia at 4 p. m. of the same day. 
Thirty sick and wounded sailors, under charge 
of Lewis Kipley and Dr. Cordiero, making a 
total of 42, were on board, and with the German 
mails he left at 5:30 p. m. The names of the 
cadets are as follows: Robert Stocker, F. IV. 
Hibbs, B. C. Decker, B. W. Wells, W. S. Clarke! 
George W. Logan, W. A. Willey, Robert Jackson! 
L. H. Stafford and J. A. Legeune. 
Up to the sailing of the Alameda only twenty- 
five bodies of the drowned men had been re­ 
covered, and the survivors were in a pitiful 
state of destitution. 
The most complete and graphic description of 
the terrible disaster is that from the pen of 
John P. Dunning, who was sent to the islands 
some three months ago as the representative of 
the Western Associated Press. From his letter 
the following account is taken: 
THE STORY IN BRIEF. 
The most violent and destructive hurricane 
ever known m the South Pacific passed over the 
islands on the 16th and 17th of March, and as a 
result, a fleet of six war ships and ten other ves­ 
sels were ground to atoms on the coral reefs in 
the harbor, or thrown on the beach in front of 
the little city of Apia, while 142 officers and 
men of the American and German navies rieeo 
forever under the reefs or lie buried in un­ 
marked graves thousands of miles from their 
native lands. 
*kThrf r*5ited States frigate Trenton, flagship of 
the Pacific squadron, which arrived herefrom 
Panama March 11th, lies within a stone's-throw 
of the American Consulate, a total wreck. The 
gieat hull of the magnificent vessel which 
steamed into the harbor a few weeks ago, rests 
on the bottom, fast going to pieces. The United 
Sates steamship Vandalia, which arrived from 
san francisco February 23d, i» buried ont of 
sight between the Trenton and the shore; her 
shattered foremast and smokestack rise from 
the water to mark the spot where the gallant 
vessel struck and lay for twelve hours before 
the awful torrent of water swept four officers 
and thirty-nine men from her decks and rig­ 
ging. Her Commander. Captain C. M. Schoon- 
maker, was among the first who perished in the 
waves. The other officers who met their deaths 
were Paymaster Frank H. Arms, Lieutenant 
Frank E. Sutton of the Marine Corps, and Pay- 
clerk John Roach. 
The U. S. steamer Nipsic lay for several davs 
alongside the \ andalia, with her bow right on 
the beach and within a few feet of the water’s 
£ 
j 
vessel, though badly damaged, was 
hauled off a few days after the storm, and is the 
only war ship afloat in the harbor. Her officers 
and crew are living aboard. All of the Nipsic 
officers are safe, but she lost five men by the 
swamping of a boat, and two others, who 
jumped overboard, were drowned. 
The three American men-of-war were swept 
ashore almost at the same point. 
The stars and stripes and the flag of Rear- 
Admiral L. A. Kimberly still float above the 
destruction from the mizzen-topmast of 
the Trenton. 
TERP.IBI.E LOSS OF LIFE. 
It was on the little German gunboat Eber that 
the greatest loss of life occurred. The Eber had 
a complement ot six officers and seventy-«ix 
men. Five men were ashore during the storm. 
W hen the vessel struck the reef she sank com­ 
pletely out of sight, and a moment later not a 
vestige of her was to be seen. Everv man on 
board was lost except one officer, Lieutenant 
Gaedeke, and four sailors. The other five offi­ 
cers and sixty-six men were either killed in­ 
stan.,y when the vessel crushed to pieces or 
were drowned in the roaring torrent of water 
that broke upon the reef. A small part of the 
Eber s prow was afterwards washed ashore near 
the American vessels. This and a few pieces of 
broken wreckage, near the point where she 
struck, are the only portions of her that have 
been seen since the moment she went down. 
Just on the edge of the reef, about 500 yards

, e Adler was washed on the 
top of the reef and turned comple'ely over on 
her side. She has remained in that position 
since, and is almost entirely out of water. 
Nearly every man on board was thrown into the 
water when the Adler struck, bnt only twenty 
saved8 WeK °'vncd' AU of hcr officers were 
The German corvette Olga is fast upon a mud 
i.at about a quarter of a mile east of the Ameri­ 
can vessels.

The oulv other 
man-of-war m the harbor was the British cor- 
jcuc La" 10pe. which arrived here in February 
and relieved the Royalist. Her machinery was 
very powerful and she was capable of steaming 
at the rate of sixteen knots an hour. She nar- 
£oing ashore at the same place 
‘be Adler, but just as she was about to 
51. . the reef she let go her anchors, aDd in 
the face of the terrible wind steamed out of the 
harbor and put to sea. 
The merchant vessels which were wrecked 
were principally small craft. Nearly all of them 
were thrown on the reef near the wreck of the 
Adler, but one or two escaped with slight dam- 
One ol these was a schooner belonging to 
the German Trading Company, and she was 
made ready at once to send to Tutuila to meet 
the Oceanic Steamship Company’s steamer 
Mariposa, from San Francisco, so that news of 
the disaster could be forwarded to Auckland, 
there cabled to Europe and America. 
The beach is strewn with wreckage from one 
end of the town to the other. 
AFTER THE STORM. 
Over nine hundred American and German 
sailors are quartered in Apia, and for a few days 
after the storm subsided the greatest contusion 
was present everywhere. 
A large number of men on the Vandalia and 
several ou the other vessels were badly injured 
by falling from the rigging and being thrown 


about the decks by the terrible seas, and it was 
necessary to provide a temporary hospital for 
their accommodation. 
" 
SA great many men from the wrecked vessels 
became intoxicated as soon as they reached 
shore and the town was placed under a strong 
guard of United States marines. 
Bodies soon commenced to wash ashore and 
almost every hour a funeral procession could be 
seen passing along the street on the way to the 
cemeteries. Many bodies were horribly mangled 
by beating against the reef and were beyond 
identification. 
AWFUL DESTRUCTION. 
The storm raged furiously for nearly two 
days, snd when it finally abated the scene of 
destruction was awful. On shore houses wore 
unroofed and blown down, and trees and fences 
were thrown across the street so that passage 
was almost blocked. The Heet of warships 
which, a lew days before, had fioated quietlv in 
the bay and almost filled up the little harbor, 
now lay scattered along the beach wrecked and 
dismantled. Out of seventeen vessels which 
were moored in the harbor, oulv two small 
Fchooners remained afloat, and these wc-re badly 
damaged. 
' 
THE HARBOR. 
Apia harnor, where the frightful disaster oc­ 
curred, is a little semi-circular bay situated on 
the northern side of the island of Upolu. The 
distance across the entrance to the bay is three 
m;.es. A coral reel, most of which is visible at 
low water, extends in front of the harbor, but is 
broken for a distance of three-quarters oi a mile 
about half-way between M&taulu, the point ou 
the east, and Mulinuu, the point on the west. 
This break in the reef forms a gateway for ships 
to enter the harbor. The space within this reef 
where ships can lie at anchor, is very small, as 
there is a shoal of large dimensions in the east­ 
ern par; of the bay, and the western portion is 
obstructed by another coral reef, which is lo­ 
cated from 200 to 400 yards off the shore and ex­ 
tends almost from the western extremity of the 
bay to a point directly in front oi the American 
Consulate, which is situated near the middle ol 
the crescent-shape town. 
The men-of-war which were anchored in the 
harbor were necessarily very close together 
The vessels nearest the shore were the Eber 
and the Nipsic. The Eber was directly in 
front of the American Consulate, about a quar­ 
ter of a mile from the shore, and the Nipsic was 
about 20o yards east of the Eber. The Adler 
was lust ahead of the Nipsic, and the Olga and 
Calliope were ahead ol the Eber. The Van­ 
dalia was beyond the Calliope, a mile off shore 
The Trenton was the last of the war ships to ar­ 
rive here, and being much larger than anv 
other man-of-war in the bay, there was no 
roam for her near there, so she was obliged to 
drop anchor beyond the Vandalia, just within 
the outer coral reef. The sailing craft were in 
shallow water, west of the men-of-war. 
The Trenton and Vandalia had the most dan­ 
gerous berths in the harbor, while the position 
of the Nipsic was considered the safest. 
THE STORM CX)ME.S. 
For a few days preceding the hurricane the 
weather was cloudy, and the barometer had 
been sieadily falling, until it reached a point 
much lower than had been known in a long 
time. There was every indication that there 
would be a hard blow, but no one anticipated 
the storm which commenced to set in Fridav 
afternoon, March 15th. Bv 11 o’clock at nigh’t 
the wind had increased to a gale, and nearly all 
tne war ships had their engines working, to re­ 
lieve the strain upon their anchors. The crews 
on most of the bailing vessels threw out extra 
anchors and then went ashore. 
Rain com­ 
menced to fall at midnight, and the wind in­ 
creased in fury. Great waves were rolliDg in 
from the open ocean, and the pitching of the 
vessels was fearful. Everv man was kept at 
work. 
" 
The Eber commenced to drag her anchors at 
midnight, and an hour later the Vandalia was 
also dragging. However, by using full steam 
power, they succeeded in keeping well ot! the 
reef and awav from the other vessels. 
blew stronger and stronger, and 
ram fell in torrents. By 3 o’clock the situation 
had become alarming. Nearly every vessel in 
the harbor was dragging, and there was immi­ 
nent danger of collisiou. Panic commenced to 
break out among the men on several of the ves­ 
sels, and they were kept at their post with the 
greatest difficulty. 
ON THE SHORE. 
The howling of the wind among the trees and 
houses, and the;crashiug of falling roofs, had 
aroused many persons from their beds, and fig­ 
ures were soon seen groping about the street 
looking for some spot sheltered from the tem­ 
pest. The tide was coming in rapidly, and 
waves were washing all over the street, a hun­ 
dred feet above the high-water mark. The 
spray was thrown high in the air, and beat into 
windows of houses the nearest the shore. Rain 
fell like sleet^eud men and women who were 
wandering about in the btorm shielded their 
faces with small pieces of board or any other 
article that eoula be used as a protection’agaiust 
the wind and sand. The natives seemed to re­ 
alize more than anyone else that the s'orru 
would result in awlul destruction. 
A NIGHT OF TERROR. 
People gathered in little groups and peered 
out into the darkDess across the sea of foaming 
waters. Fear was depicted upon every face. 
Men stood close together and shouted to make 
themselves heard above the roar of the tempest. 
Intense excitement was visible everywhere. 
Through the blackness of the night could be 
seen the lights of the men-of-war, and even 
above the rushing and roaring of the wind and 
waves, lhe shouting of officers and men ou 
board came faintly across the water, and struck 
terror to the hearts of al! who listened. It could 
be seen that the vessels were dragging, as the 
lights were moving slowly in different direc­ 
tions, and apparently crossing and re-crossing 
each otner. Every moment it seemed as if two 
or more of the great war ships were about to 
come together, and watchers on the beach 
waited in breathless anxiety to hear the crash 
of collision, and tee the vessels go down to d“- 
struction. 
SHIPS TOSSING LIKE CORKS. 
' A little after 5 o’clock the first faint rays of 
dawn broke upon the scene and revealed a 
s;>eciHcIe not oiten witnessed. The position of 
tne vessels was entirely changed. Tee wind, 
which was blowing from the northeast, had 
swept them from their former moorings and 
they were all bearing dowu in the direction of 
the reef. 
Black smcke was pouring from the funnels, 
showing that desperate efforts were being made 
to keep them up against the wind. Decks were 
swarming with men clinging to the masts or 
any other object where ahold could be obtained. 
The hulls of the war ships were tossing about 
like corks. One moment the vessels seemed to 
stand uimost upon their beam ends and the 
next instant the sterns would rise ont of the 
water and expose to view the rudders and rap­ 
idly revolving propellers. Then tbe huge prows 
would be lifted high in the air only to plunge 
into the next wave and deluge the ships with a 
torrent of water. Several small sailing vessels 
had gone ashore in the western part of the bay. 
The Trenton and Vandalia being further out 
from the shore than the other ships were almost 
obscured by the blinding mist. The vessels 
most plainly visible were the Eber, Adler and 
Nipsic. They were very close together and only 
a few yards off from the reef. 
DEATH AND DESTRUCTION. 
The little gunboat Eber was making a des­ 
perate struggle for life, but eveiy moment she 
was being driven nearer and nearer to the reef. 
Her doom was certain. Suddenly she shot for­ 
ward as if making a last struggle to escape de­ 
struction. The current, however, bore her off 
to the right and her prow struck the port quar­ 
ter of the Nipsic. The shock carried away 
several feet of the Nipsic’s rail and one boat 
The Eber then fell back and fouled with the 
Olga, but neither vessel sustained much dam­ 
age by the collision. The two collisions, how­ 
ever, checked the Eber’s progress, and she 
seemed unable to make any further effort to 
save herself. She swung around broadside to 
the wind and drifted slowly to the reef. Awful 
seas broke over the little vessel and forced her 
on to destruction. 
THE EBER GOES DOWN. 
At this moment a great wave rolled in toward 
the shore. The Eber was lifted high ou its crest 
and carried broadside on to the reef. She came 
down with awful force, and in an instRnt there 
was not a vestige of her to be seen. She struck 
fairly upon her bottom, rolled over toward the 
open sea and disappeared from view. Every 
timber in the gunboat must have been shattered 
and half the poor wretches aboard of her 
crushed to death before the waters closed above 
their heads. 
TOO NOBLB TO BE CALLED SAVAGES. 
Hundreds of people were on the beach by this 
time, and the worn of destruction had occurred 
in full view of them all. They stood a moment 
appalled by the awful scene, and then a cry of 
horror arose from the lips of every' man who 
had seen nearly a hundred of his fellow crea­ 
tures perish in an instant. Then with one ac­ 
cord they all rushed to the water's edge, nearest 
the point where the Eber had foundered. The 
natives ran into the surf far beyond the point 
where a white man could have lived, and stood 
waiting to save any poor creature who might 
rise from the water. There was no thought of 
the war between Germany and Samoa. There 
was no sign of enmity against the people who 
had carried off their King and banished him on 
a lonely island thousands of miies from his 
native land. Thesavage forgot .he oppression 
It Costs Less 
On the question of real economy Hood's Sar­ 
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which a civilized people had placed upon him, 
and he now held out ais hand to save a human 
life, caring little whether it was friend or foe. 
Lieutenant Goedeke and four sailors were 
saved by natives. The former was taken by 
Lieutenant T. S. Fillette. the marine officer of 
the Nipsic, to the American Consulate, wnere 
he was furnished with dry clothes. 
THE ADLER’S FATE. 
During the excitement attending that ca'am- 
ity the other vessels had been for a moment 
forgotten, but it was soou noticed that the jiosi- 
tion of several ot them had become more alarm­ 
ing. The Adler had been swept across the bay, 
being tor a moment in collision with the Olga. 
She was now close to the reef, about 2 j0 vanls 
west of the point where the Eber struck. 'Like 
the Eber, she was approaching her doom broad­ 
side on. Iu half an nour she was lifted ou the 
top of the reef and turned completely on her 
side. Nearly every man was thrown into the 
water. Fortunately, however, the Adler was 
thrown so far up on the reef that when she 
turned over cn her side nearly the entire hull 
was out of water. Her deck wasat right angles 
with the water, and was facing the shore, con­ 
sequently that potlion of the vessel was well 
protected from the storm. 
Most of the men who were struggling in the 
water had but a few feet to swim to reach the 
deck, where they clung to the guns and masts 
in safety. Of the ISOoffi rs and men aboard 20 
men were drowned or killed when the steamer 
capsized. All the officers, including Caotain 
Fntze, who was in command ot the German 
squadron here, were saved. 
Many on the Adler were badly injured, among 
them being Captain Fritze. who received a 
severe shock and a number of cuts and bruises. 
Natives stretched a rope from the shore to the 
deck of the Adler during tfie dav, aud a num­ 
ber of sailors escaped in that way. 
THE NIPSIC RUNS ASHORE. 
Just after the Adler struck, the attention of 
everyone was directed toward the Nipsic. She 
was stundiug offthe reef with her head to wind, 
but the three anchors which she had out at the 
time were not holding, aud the steamer was 
beating back toward the point where the Elier 
went down. It was only by the most skilllul 
management that her officers and crew were 
saved from the same fate that befell the Ebet. 
The Nipsic also narrowly eseafied destruction 
by being run into by the Olga, and it was the 
blow she received from-that vesfel that finally 
sent her ashore. The Nipsic had on all the 
steam it was possible to carrv. and had just suc­ 
ceeded in getting clear of 'the reef when the 
li*tle schooner Lily got in her track and was cut 
down. 
After the sinking ot the Lily the Olga again 
bore down on theNipsic, striking her amidships, 
splintering her rail and knocking dow n her 
smokestacK. She drifted rapidly towards the 
place where the Eber had gone down until Cap- 
lain Mullan, seeing that any further attempt to 
save her would be useless, used all the steam lie 
had and ran her ashore in front of the Ameri­ 
can Consulate. 
Two boats were lowered. Five sailorsjumped 
into the first, it capsized and they were drowned. 
The other boat, Containing Dr. E. Z Derr, the 
ship's surgeon, and half a dozen nick men, was 
lowered in safety, but it capsized before it 
reached the shore. All of the men half swam 
and half floated untii they came within reach 
of the natives, who were standing waist deep in 
the surf, when they were pulled out on the 
beach. Several of the sick men were much ex­ 
hausted, but they were quickly removed to the 
Consulate and revived in a few hours. 
Several men on the Nipsic ran to the rail and 
jumped overboard, among them being Lieuten­ 
ant R. G. Davenport. All reached the shore in 
safety except two sailors who were unable to 
swim through the current and were swept out 
into the bay and drowned. 
BRAVE SAMOANS TO THE RESCUE. 
By this time every man aboard had crowded 
on the forecastle. The natives rushed down 
near the bow of the steamer and shouted to 
those on deck above to throw a line. Double 
hawsers were soon made fast from the deck to 
the Bhore. and the natives gathered around the 
lines to assist the men off. 
Seumanu Tafa, Chief of ApiR District, and 
Saluanai, King Mataafa's Secretary, directed 
the men in their worn. The scene was one of 
excitement. The seas broke upon the stern of 
the Nipsic with an awful force, and it seemed as 
if the vessel would be shattered to pieces before 
the men on her decks could be saved. The waves 
were rolling high oa the beach, and the under­ 
tow was so strong that the natives narrowlv 
escaped being washed out into the bay. The 
terrible force of the wind can hardly be 
imagined. The rain continued to pour and the 
clouds of flying sand grew thicker everv mo­ 
ment. Above the roar of the s a d and "waves 
could be heard the voices of the officers shout­ 
ing to the men ou deck, mingled with the loud 
cries and singiug of the Samoans as they stood 
battling against the surf, risking their lives to 
save the American sailors. 
Captain Mullau insisted upon being the last 
man to leave the ship. He finally found him­ 
self on the deck with Lieutenant John A. shear­ 
man and two sailors by his side. The Capta n 
being unable to swim did not care to trust to 
descending the rope by means of his hands and 
legs as all the others had done, so he procured 
an empty water cask, which he attached to a 
hawser. When he was seated in the cask Shear­ 
man stood alone on the deck and started his 
Commander down the rope. Lieutenant Shear­ 
man then climbed down the rope in the usual 
way, aud the Nipsic was left aloue to battle 
with the waves. 
After the men were all on shore some of the 
sailors got drunk and would have made trouble 
but for the energetic action of Lieutenant 
Fillette, of the Nipsic. 
THE CALLIOPE AND VANDALIA. 
About 10 o’clock in the morning the excite­ 
ment on shore, which had quieted a little just 
after the Nipsic struck, commenced to grow 
more intense, as the Vandalia and Calliope 
were iu a most dangerous position. A collision 
between tne two vessels seemed inevitable, and 
they were both bearing back against the reef, 
near the point where the wreck of the Adler 
lay. The Calliope was nearer the shore and her 
bow was close to the stem of the Vandalia. 
Great waves were tossing the two vessels about, 
and they were coming together closer every 
miuute. The space between the men-of-war 
was seen to close altogether. Suddenly the 
great iron prow of the Englishman arose high 
in the air on the crest of an enormous wave aud 
came down with lull force upon the Dort quarter 
of the Vandalia. The crash was awful. The 
jibboom of the Calliope was carried awav aud 
the heavy timbers of the Vandalia were'shiv­ 
ered. Every man who stood upon the poop deck 
of the Vandalia was thrown oil'his feet oy the 
shock. A ho e had been torn below the rail, 
and water rushed into the cabin. It was impos­ 
sible to ascertain the extent of the damage at 
the moment, but at the time it seemed that the 
Vandalia had received her death blow. Men 
rushed up the hatches in the belief that the 
steamer was sie king, and it was only altera 
great effort that the officers persuaded"them to 
return to their posts. 
THE CALLIOPE’S HEROIC STRUGGLE. 
Just after the collision Captain Kane of the 
Calliope determined to m ike an effort to steam 
out of the harbor, as he saw that to remain iu 
his present position would lead to another col­ 
lision with the Vandalia or throw his vessel on 
the reef. He accordingly gave orders to let go all 
anchors. The Calliope's head was swung round 
to the wind aud her powerful engines were 
worked to their utmost capacitv. It was au 
anxious moment on board the corvette, as with 
her anchors gone she had nothing to depend 
upon but her engines to keep her off the reef. 
The steamer seemed to stand still fora moment, 
and then the rapidly-revolving propeller had its 
effect, for the vessel moved up slowly against 
the great waves which broke over her’bows and 
flooded her decks from stem to stern. Clouds of 
black smoke poured frorh her funnels and fresh 
coal was thrown into the furnaces. Every 
tension was strained in her desperate struggle 
against the storm. She seemed to make her 
headway at first inch by inch, but her speed 
gradually increased until it became evident that 
she could clear the harbor. 
CHEERED BY THE TRENTON’S MEN. 
As she passed abreast of the Trenton a great 
shout went up from over four hundred men 
aboard the flagship, aud three heartv cheers 
were given for the Calliope. "Three clieers for 
the Trenton and the American flag" was the 
answer that came across the angry waters. 
The Calliope passed safely out of the har­ 
bor and steamed far out to sea, returning after 
the storm abated. She sustained little injury 
outside of the loss of all her boats. 
WRECK OF THE VANDF.LIA. 
When the excitement on the Vandelia which 
followed the collision with the Calliope had 
subsided a little it was found necessary to act 
promptly to save the ship. Lieutenant J. W. 
Carlin, the executive officer, was practically in 
charge of the vessel, as Captain Shoonmaker 
had been thrown across the cabiu the night 
before aud severely injured. His head had been 
badly cut aud one ear almost torn away by 
striking violently against a chair. Notwith­ 
standing his injuries he faced the storm like a 
hero and stood by the side of his first officer 
until the sea finally swept him oft'to his death. 
He was in such a dazed and weakened condi­ 
tion, however, that he was able to do but littie 
toward directing the movemen's of the ship. 
Captain Sehoonmaker and Lieutenant Carlin 
saw that it was useless to make any further at­ 
tempt to save the ship, and as the engines were 
not powerful enough to steam out to sea, as the 
Calliope had done, they determined to beach 
the vessel. Every one on shore crowded down 
near the point where it was expected she would 
strike, and watched the vessel steam across the 
harbor. She came on until her bow stuck iu 
the soft saml about a hundred yards off shore 
and probably about forty yards from the stern 
of the Nipsic. The engines were stopped at 
once, and every.man who was below rushed on 
deck. 
Then followed a terrible fight for life. The 
Vandalia swung rouud broadside, aud every 
effort was made to save the 240 men on board. As 
the hull ol the sieamer sauk lower in the water 
the force of the waves became more violent. 
Men on shore were willing to render assistance, 
bnt were powerless. No boat could have lived 
a moment in the surf, and it was impossible to 
get a line across to the steamer, as there was no 
firing apparatus on shore. 
BRAVE SAMOANS ATTEMPT A RESCUE. 
Lieutenant Shearman, Ensigns Purcell and 
Jones and Consul Blacklock procured a long 
hawser to which they attached a small cord 
Three natives were found who were willing to 
venture out in the surf with the cord and at­ 
tempt to reach the Vandalia. The men entered 
the water a quarter of a mile above the spot 
where the steamer lay, waded out as far as thev 
could go and then struck out into the current 
with tae cord tied to their bodies. Shouts of 
encouragement went up from the shore, and 
the Samoans struggled bravelv to reach the 
sinkingsbip. But, expert swimmers as they 
were, they were unable to overcome the force 
of the current, which rushed down like a cata­ 
ract between the Vandalia and the shore aud 
the men were thrown upon the beach without 
being able to get within fifty vardsof the vessel 
Seumanu Tafa, their cldef) went among the 


men and urged them to try again. Several 
other attempts were made, but without succe-». 
The seas continued to break over the vt»>ei 
and it w as not loug before several met; were 
swept over the side. As soon as they touched 
the water they swam for the Nipsic, which wH- 
the nearest object to the Vandalia. Most of 
them reached the Nipsic. where thev grasped 
the ropes hanging over tbe side and attempted 
to draw themselves up on deck. A number suc­ 
ceeded In doing this, but others were >o weak 
that after hanging to the ropes a few minutes 
their grasp was broken by tne awful seas which 
crashes! against the sides of the vessel, and thev 
would fail back into the current. 
Chief Engineer A. S. Greene was saved bv the 
heroic' efforts of the natives, as was also Cadtt 
H. a. Wiley. 
CAPTAIN SCHOONMAKER'S TRAGIC DEATH. 
It was not long after Greene and Wiley were 
washed overboard that the four officers who 
were drowned were swept from the deck. Uaj- 
tain sehoonmaker was clinging to the rail on the 
C 
p deck. Lieutenant Carliu was standing bv 
t and was doing his best to hold the Captain 
on, as the latter was becoming weaker every 
minute. Every one on the deck saw that the 
Captain could not s:and against the rush of 
water much longer. No one knew it better than 
himselt, and he several times remarked ;otho*e 
about him that he would have to go soon. Lieu­ 
tenant Carlin tried to get the Captain up iu the 
rigging, but the latter said he was too weak 
to climb up and would have to remain where 
he was as long as possible. The Captain had no 
life preserver. He had been ofl'erea one several 
times but had refused it. At last a great wave 
struck the Vandalia on the port quarter aud 
submerged the deck. Captain Scnoonmaker 
held on to the rail with all the strength he had 
left, but the torrent of water was so strong that 
a machine gun standing near by was washed 
from its fastenings and sent whirling across the 
deck. Captain Sehoonmaker was struck on the 
head with the gun and either killed outright or 
kuocked insensible, for the wave swept him off 
the deck. He sauk without a strugg.e aud was 
seen no more. 
Paymaster Arms, Payclerk Roach aud Lien- 
tenaut Sutton made desperate efforts to save 
themselves but were drowned. 
SCENES OF DEATH AND SUFFERING. 
During the remainder of the afternoon there 
followed a succession of awful scene» of death 
and suffering, net soon to be forgotten. The 
storm had not abated iu the least. The wind 
continued to blow with ten-ible foTCe. Waves 
that seemed like mountains ot water rolled iu 
from the ocean aud broke upon the reef and 
over the ill-fated Vandalia. 
The brave Samoans, urged on bv their chief 
redoubled their efforts to rescue the drowning 
men, aud as a consequence two natives, who c<>t 
too far out in the sun. were carried away by the 
current, perishing withiu the sight of all with 
the men they were trying to save. 
By three o’clock the Vandalia was resting her 
whole length on the bottom, acd the only part 
of her hull which stood out of water was the 
after part of the poop deck and the forward part 
of the forecastle. Every man was in the rig­ 
ging: as many as coil'd be accommodated there 
hud climbed into the tops and sank down ex­ 
hausted upon the small platforms. Others 
clung to the ratlines and yards with the desper­ 
ation of living men, expecting everv moment to 
be their last. Every effort was made to rescue 
the men still on board, but inauv oi them per­ 
ished. 
' 
THE TRENTON AND OLGA. 
The terrible scenes attending the wreck of the 
Vandalia had distracted attention from the 
other two men-of-war which still remained 
afloat, but about 4 o’clock iu the a'teruoon the 
position of the Trenton and Olga became most 
alarming. The Oiga had dragged back, aud 
was almost ou the reef near the point where the 
Eber struck. The Trenton was coming down 
upon her. and a collisiou seemed inevitable. 
The condition of the flagship was mo»! pitiable. 
From 10 o'clock in the morning until 6 in th» 
evening, when she grounded, the Trenton held 
out against the storm without steam or rudder 
aud her escape from total destruction on the 
reef was miraculous. Skillful management of 
her navigating officer, Lieutenant B. M. G. 
Brown, was all that saved the iives of every 
man on board. 
Admiral Kimberly, Captain Farquhar, and 
Lieutenant Brown maneuvered the Trenton 
with great skill, and postponed the fatal hour 
until evening. The lrenton collided with the 
Olga and the latter ran upon the mud flats in the 
safest part of the harbor. 
The Trenton was cot able to get ont into the 
bay again after her collission with the Olga. 
She was now about 20J feet from the wreck of 
the Vandalia, and was slowly drifting toward 
the shoal. A new danger now'arose. The Tren­ 
ton was sure to striae tne Vandalia, and to 
those on shore i'. seemed that the huge hull of 
the flagship would crush the Vandalia to piece», 
and throw the hundreds of men still clingiug to 
the rigging into the water. 
Suddenly a shout was borne across the waters. 
The Trenton was cheering the Vandalia. The 
sound of 45U voices broke upon the air and was 
heard above the roar of the tempest. "Three 
cheers for tne V anlalta:” was the crv that 
warned the hearts of the dying men in the rig­ 
ging. The shout died away upou the Morin and 
there arose from the quivering masts from the 
sunken ship a response so feeble it was scarcely 
heard upon shore. Men who felt thev were 
looking death in the face aroused themselves to 
effort and united in a faint cheer for the flag 
ship. 1 he souud of music next came across the 
water. The Trenton’s band was playing " The 
fctar-spaDgled Banner.” The thousand men ou 
sea and shore had never before heard strains of 
music at such a time as this. An indescribable 
feeling came over the 100 Americans ou the 
beach who listened :o the notes of the national 
authem mingled with the howl of the storm. 
For a moment only were they silent, and then 
they broke forth with a cry that rent the air and 
reached the ears ot the struggling men in the 
rigging of the Vandalia. 
SAVING THE VANDALIA’S MEN. 
The collision of the Trenton and Vandalia* 
which every one thought would crush the lat­ 
ter vessel to pieces, proved to be the saivatiou 
of the men in the rigging. Notwithstanding 
the tremendous torce oi the waves, the Trenton 
dragged back slowly, and when her stern finally 
struck the side of the Vandelia there was no 
shock, and she gradually swung around broad­ 
side to the sunken ship. As soon as the vessels 
touched, the men in tbemizzen rigging crawled 
out on the yards and jumped to the deck of the 
Trenton. The men escaped just in time, for as 
thels_stman left the yards the mizzenmast of 
the Vandelia fell with a crash on the side next 
to shore. The men in the mainmast next es­ 
caped in the same way. 
Although the seas were breaking over the 
Trenton's decks, and her stern was thumping 
hard upou the reef, she was still comparativelv 
safe, and all hands remained on board until 
the following morning, when, the gale having 
abated, they were taken ashore in'boats. She 
was makiug water fast, and, alter her crew leit 
her, filled and settled to the bottom, her high 
bulwarks, however, remaining well out 'of 
water. A muster disclosed the lact that 
the Vandalia had lost four officers and thirtv- 
nme men, while the Trenton had lost but a 
single man, killed by the bursting in of the 
bridle port in the morning. 
KING MATAAFA OFFERS HIS SERVICES. 
King Mataafa came down from his camp 
early in the morning, for the first time in sev­ 
eral months. He went down on the shore and 
directed the natives in their work. 
He 
then went to tne American Consulate aud 
offered the services of all his men to Vice-Con­ 
sul Blacklock. He express-..! the greatest sor­ 
row on account cf the *ad disaster, and feared 
the American people would blame him for 
being the cause of the warships coming down 
to Samoa to be lost in the storm. 
AMERICANS POLICE THE TOWN. 
It is difficult to imagine the great confusion 
that prevailed on shore during the first dav af­ 
ter the storm. All the blankets and mattresses 
that were saved were soaked with water aud 
had to be spread in the sun to drv. Many’ new 
ones were purchased. The men were controlled 
with great difficulty. Guards were placed at 
every saloon in town to prevent the men from 
obtaining liquor. Many disorderly sailors were 
placed under arrest. 
Captain Fritze, the senior German officer, was 
asked to co-operate in providing police protec­ 
tion, but he notified the American officers that 
he was affraid to trust his own men as guards 
as the American saiiois would attack them, ai d 
he requested the Americans to take full control 
of the town. This was accordingly done. Cap­ 
tain Huntington and Lieutenant FUlette sta­ 
tioned their marines all over Apia, and the 
American sailors were not permitted 10 go to 
that portion of the town where the Germans 
have their headquarters. As soou as it was 
possible to do so. wrecking parties were formed 
aud a great amount of stores were saved from 
the Trenton. 
Several bodies of American sailors washed 
ashore during the day and were buried in the 
French Catholic Cemetery. 
THE CALLIOPE'S CHURLISH BEHAVIOR. 
Sunday evening the Calliope, which had gone 
to sea the day before during the storm, was 
sighted about ten miles off the island. Much 
anxiety had been felt on her account, and there 
was a general feeling of relief when it was 
found that she was safe. She entered the har­ 
bor next morning, aud everyone supposed that, 
owing to the distiessing condition of affairs, she 
would be ready to offer all possible assistance 
to the American and German sailors. Greatly 
to the surprise of everyone, however, Captaiu 
Hand announced that he would take on more 
coal and leave for Sydney at once. It was ex­ 
pected that the Calliope would at least remain 
here and assist the Americans in guardiue the 
town, and also take the mails and dispatches to 
the steamship Mariposa at Tutuila. But Cap­ 
tain Hand and all of his officers seemed to be 
in ihe greatest hurry to be off. The onlv reason 
they assigned was that the steapjer s mainvard 
was sprung and she had lost her boats'and 
anehots. The Americans had a number of 
boats which they would gladly have offered 
Captain Hand, and there were probably two 
dozen anchors scattered over the small harbor 
which could have been found with a little 
dragging. The American officers thought that 
Captain Hand’s conduct was very peculiar, and 
the English residents denounced him in very 
severe terms. However, the Calliope loaded 
MO tons of coal, and early Thursday moraine 
she fired a salute of thirteen guns in honor of 
Admiral Kimberly and steamed out of the har­ 
bor ou her way to Sydney. The Admiral sent 
duplicate dispatches by her. to be forwarded 
to Washington from Sydney in case the Calliope 
arrived there before the Mariposa reached 
Auckland. 
THE DEATH ROLL. 
The lives lost on the American vessels were as 
follows; 
United States steamer Vandalia—Captain C.

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THE APIA DISASTER. 


The detailed news is now at hand of the 
terrible disaster at Apia. 
There is no 
special modification, but much elaboration 
of news already received. The reported 
saving of the Nipsic proves to be error. 
W hile she was beached with a full head of 
steam, and lay high and dry at first prac­ 
tically, yet she is so badly injured that it 
is not thought she will be of any further 
service. The news clears away one doubt 
that had been entertained, that the Ameri­ 
can sliij s had been unsMllfully handled. I. 
is now settled that they had coal in plenty, 
that they had steam up, and that they did 
attem pt to reach the open sea; but the 
storm was so sudden and furious that the 
eflort to “ keep” the fires was ineffectual. 
The mighty waves boarded the ships re­ 
sistlessly, tore up the hatches, and Hood­ 
ing the vessels put out the fires. 
The 
ipsic alone “ kept” part of her fires, but 
she was driven so far inshore, and suffered 
such damage from a collision with the 
Adler, that nothing was possible except 
beaching her, which was done. 
The Van­ 
dalia was cut down hv the steel ram of 
the British ship Calliope in a collision, 
and the Trenton drifted down upon the 
Vandalia shortly after and was crushed 
against her, at the same time being broken 
upon a reef. 
Yet, from all that can be 
now gathered, there is more hope of doing 
something with the Trenton than was at 
first supposed. She can never be floated, 
but there is hope of saving a great deal of 
her property, as she is fast upon a reef, 
and while she must go to pieces, there will 
be time probably to save much from her. 
The ¿S'ipsie was floated after the storm, 
but when the latest news was sent off she 
was making water faster than her pumps 
could discharge it, so that it is probable 
that at this time she is abandoned. 
The accounts all agree that the bravery 
of the American crews and officers was of 
the highest order, and 
reflected lofty 
credit upon their flag. 
The poor fellows 
who were lost died at their posts, while 
heroically and unselfishly striving to suc­ 
cor their comrades. 
The Nation should 
not forget their devotion, nor leave those 
who were dependent upon them to sutler 
for the comforts of life. The Mataafa men 
manifested 
the 
loftiest 
magnanimity. 
They flew to the assistance of the suffering 
crews, friend and foe alike, imperiling 
their own lives and accomplishing prodig- 
ous labors in rescuing the men from the 
wrecked ships. 
When the storm was over 
these same “ savages,” upon whom the 
Germans have been making war for no 
other reason under the sun than that they 
insist upon the right to govern themselves 
in the selection of their ruler and the estab­ 
lishment of their own officers in seats of 
administration, tendered their services to 
the German commander to pull the cor- 


"Vette Olga frota the mud-flals where she 
had found safety. Their offer was ac­ 
cepted, and thc-se “ enemies” 
actually 
saved to the German navy the very ship 
that a few weeks before had shelled their 
towns and camp, burned their property 
and destroyed life among their jieople. We 
doubt if the history of the world shows a 
record of greater magnanimity, or if their 
can be found a more striking example of 
“ heaping coals of fire.” 
It is impossible 
to read of such disinterested services, and 
such heroism, and give place to the 
thought that the German Government 
will now insist upon the deposition from 
authority of a people that have shown 
themselves capable of such charity and 
heroic exertion. 


W o m e n of Paris have presented Bou­ 
langer with a bouquet and a sum of money.

NO O N E TO B L A M E . 


T h e O pinion o f O om m od ore W a lk er on 
th e S au ioan D isa ster. 
W ashington, April 14th.—The long and 
graphic report of the disaster at Samoa was 
read with a great deal of interest here. The 
naval officers generally were of the opinion 
this evening iliat no blame could be at­ 
tached to anyone for loss of ships and life. 
They were not inclined to hazard any de­ 
cided opinion in regard to the handling of 
the various vessels. Commodore Walker, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation and act­ 
ing Secretary of the Navy, probably voiced 
the general feeling when 
he said to 
an Associated Press reporter to-night: 
“ Any 
man 
who 
gives 
an opinion, 
is simply guessing. We do not know how 
matters stood, and it would be merely 
guess work to say what might have been 
done. It is impossible to tell much about 
it. There were some tine men and excellent 
officers on those ships, and we know that 
the vessels were lost. Admiral Kimberly 
is a splendid officer and a fine man. Cap­ 
tain Farquhar, Commander Mullan, and 
Captain bchoonmaker, of the Vandalia, 
who lost his life, were excellent ollicers. 
They doubtless did all ttiey could. I think 
probably there is no blame to be attached 
to aoy one.” 
Commodore Walker thought the escape 
of the Calliope was largely a matter of 
luck. 
“ She 
probably owed her sur­ 
vival,” he said, “ to the fact that she had 
more steam power than any of the other 
vessels. The dispatches show she had very 
hard work in getting out of the harbor, 
only making about one-half mile au hour. 
“Again, the Colliope may have been 
more favorably placed than the German 
and American vessels. 
Our vessels may 
not have been able to go against so fearful 
a gale, and if they had been it may be they 
were not able to turn around so as to go 
out, but,” said the Commodore, “ we can’t 
te ll: it’s all guesswork.” 
“The management of the vessels,” Com­ 
modore Walker said, “seemed to have 
bi en about the same after the hurricane 
strutk them. 
A mistake that seems to 
have been made was in staying inside the 
harbor, but this was the case of our hind­ 
sight being better than our foresight. The 
vessels may not have had time to get out, 
there was no telling though but what some 
of the vessels might have gone down with 
all 
on 
board, 
even 
if 
they 
had 
put 
to 
sea. 
It 
was 
probable 
however tbey would have pulled through. 
But there,” said he, “ the judgment of the 
officers would come in, and no doubt they 
would do what seemed best. 
They may 
have thought a blow was coming ud, but 
that they could weather it. 
They ail took 
the same course and were all caught in the 
same box.” “ The men could not do a 
great deal.” said Commodore Walker; “ in 
these hurricanes the wind blew everything 
down, and seas were heavy almost beyond 
exception.” He remembered a hurricane 
in the Barbadoes which blew down large, 
heavy stane buildings, and razed almost the 
entire town and this seemed to have been 
such a storm. The Idaho, a United States 
war vessel, was once caught at sea in a hur­ 
ricane, and though she escaped, she was 
never any good afterwards. The wind was 
so fearful that it forced the oakum out 
from between the planking of the ship’s 
deck and twisted the vessel all out of 
shape, until it resembled twisting withes in 
a wicker basket. The deck was so badiv 
sprung that you could go down below and 
see through the crevices what was going 
on above. A little more and the vessel 
would have foundered. 
, 
The Commodore eententiously expressed 
his opinion of the hurricanes by saying: 
“ I don’t wan’t any hurricanes in mine. We 
were more fortunate than the Germans,” 
he said, “ in not losing so many men, but 
this was our good luck. They were all 
fighting for their lives, and did'evervthing 
they could. All the vessels adopted the 
same course, and none of them could 
do anything much. It might been that 
had only one vessel been in the harbor she 
could have beensaved.” Admiral Porter 
was seen, but he had not yet read the pub­ 
lished reports and therefore could not ex­ 
press any opinion of the situation in the 
light of the luller particulars received. 


A T raged y on th e P la in s. 
St. I.oris, April 14th.—A tragedy oc­ 
curred a few days ago in the western part 
of Oklahoma, between four K'owas and 
two men irom Texas, for the possession of 
claims. Guns were used freely, and one of 
the Kiowa men was killed and a Texan 
mortally wounded. The other two called 
a truce, and placing the wounded men on 
a wagon they started for a neighboring 
ranch. Before they reached it the fight 
was renewed and the entire party was dis­ 
covered later by some cowboys, stretched 
out on the prairie. The cowboys took one 
dead and three of the wounded to the 
nearest stage station. 
General Merritt, at Fort Leavenworth, 
hrs issued orders to the military officers in 
the Territory to permit the boomers to 
cross the Cherokee country in time to 
reach the Oklahoma line on the 22d, the 
date set lor the opening of the territory. 
A F righ tfu l A ccid en t. 
Washington, April 14th.—Mrs. Febiger 
wife of Admiral Febiger, met with a seri­ 
ous and probable fatal accident to-night. 
While being driven down a street her 
horses tcok fright and the coachman was 
thrown from his seat. At the corner of 
Fourteenth street the horses swerved and 
the carriage wheel caught in the car track. 
Mrs. Febiger was thrown from the vehicle 
with great violence, striking upon her head. 
She wasctrried unconscious into Dr. Har­ 
rison’s office, and other physicians were 
summoned. One of her arms was broken 
in three places, and her skull is supposed 
to be fractured. She remains unconscious 
and the physicians do not believe that she 
will live.

W alla W a ll a, April 14th.—On Friday 
night a burglary took place at the store of 
Holmes & Hamlin of Prescott, and a dis­ 
patch was sent for Sheriff McFarland. He 
tracked the burglars about five miles down 
the Touchet river, coming to the town at 
nightfall Saturday. In tbe morning Con­ 
stable F rgD k Xlorse went out and took up 
the trail, tracking them to the mouth of 
the river, where the Sheriff was met. 
Both were mounted and started for Wal- 
lula fifteen miles off, and about half way 
saw two men tonaid the Walla Walla 
river, but they were in a location where 
they would have good advantage if they 
wanted to fight, so the Sheriff and Morse 
made a detour, apparently to look at some 
cattle, until the criminals got to a better 
place for attack, which they soon did, anil, 
arriving at a distance of fifteen feet, orders 
were given by tbe Sheriff, “Throw up your 
hands,” immediately covering the men, 
who were named Thomas Williams and 
D in Murphy. 
Murphy drew a pistol from his pocket 
and fiied at Morse, causing both the horses 
to rear and swing around the Sherifi and 
Morse. As soon as they could get their 
horses to face around both shot at the men, 
Williams falling dead. Murphy still kept 
firing, but did not hit either of the men, 
bat two bullets entered the horse of the 
Sheriff. Murpby then jumped down the 
bank and started to run, but after a couple 
shots were fired at him he threw down his 
pistol and surrendered. The dead man was 
taken to Touchet station and the Coroner 
summoned by telegraph. The inquest was 
held and a verdict rendered of justifiable 
homicide. The prisoner was brought to 
the Walla Walla County Jail to-night. 
A Smash-Up In New M exico. 
T ucson. April 14th.—Train No. 14. east- 
bound freight, was derailed and the engine 
and twelve cars badly wrecked six miles 
east of Strauss’ Station in New Mexico last 
night about midnight. The train was run­ 
ning at a high rate of speed, and while 
rounding a curve a flange on the truck of 
the engine broke. The engine turned com­ 
pletely over, the cars were piled up and the 
whole pile of debris occupied but a few 
hundred feet. The engineer and fireman 
jumped, but were caught in the flying tim­ 
bers and slightly injured.

Certain candidates for the Council were op­ 
posed by the liquor men and made their 
fight on the high license question. Six of 
those opposed by the saloon men were 
elected, giving the high license party a 
majority in the Council. The Councilmen 
who were opposed by tbe saloon men nat­ 
urally feel hostile to them. At the first 
meeting of the Council, an ordinance was 
introduced 
increasing 
the 
liquor 
li­ 
cense from $5i) a quarter to $251), and a 
license was withdrawn from a prominent but 
notoriously immoral saloon. The news­ 
papers took up the fight, and the Oakland 
Times exposed the terribly demoralizing 
effectofthe saloons which had " Ladies’ En­ 
trances.” The subject has been discussed 
from the pulpit and lecture platform and 
forms the principal subject of discussion on 
the streets. So far the effect of the agita­ 
tion has been decidedly beneficial. The 
people of OaklaDd have had their eyes 
openpd and the more disreputable saloons 
bave been obliged, for the time at least, to 
yield to public opinion and make conces­ 
sions to decency.

Woodland, April 14th.—This morning 
Benjamin Bynum made a murderous as­ 
sault upon his mother, Mrs Rachel Jeans, 
hitting her over the head several times 
with a billet of wood.

SUNDAY SERMONS. 


ULPIT TALKS IS THE SETEBAL 
CHURCHES. 


C hief Points o f Some o f th e Ser­ 
m ons P reached Y esterday— 
Food for the T houghtful. 


Although 
the w eather yesterday was 
som ewhat fickle, a goodly num ber of citi­ 
zens attended the various places of wor­ 
ship, and were well repaid by listening to 
sermons on interesting religious topics. 
Below will be found a synopsis of some of 
the discourses delivered: 


H O N E STY IN' R E L IG IO N '. 


A U n ita ria n ’s V iew 
o n 
a S u b je c t 
o f 
G e n e ra l R e lig io u s I n te r e s t. 
Rev. C. P. Massey, of the First U nitarian 
Society, spoke from 2 Corinthians xlil., 21; 
“ Providing for honest things, not only in 
the sight of the Lord, but also in the sight 
of m en.” The speaker’s plea was for hon­ 
esty, and especially for honesty upon sub­ 
jects pertaining to religions faith. 
No 
comprehensive survey of the tim es can fail 
to discover a rem arkable disintegration 
progressing in the religious sentim ent, and 
because of this there are questionable com­ 
promises constantly being m ade which 
present m any of the adherents of our 
churches in no enviable light. 
In the 
fashionable world, in many instances, fealty 
to religion becomes simply fealty to an or­ 
ganization, valued not so much 'as the em ­ 
bodim ent of a religious faith, as the repre­ 
sentation of a social power. 
Methods 
w hich in business life alm ost deprive a 
m an of any standing in the exchange, are 
practiced in religion without any seeming 
knowledge of the moral turpitude that is 
illustrated in them . Men do not sign a 
promissory note with a m ental reservation, 
but they do not scruple both im plicitly and 
explicitly to do that in their subscriptions 
to religious obligstLons which would brand 
their nam es with a deserved infamy in 
common, every-day,, m ercantile practice. 
The speaker alluded to the same moral 
obliquity in other departm ents of life. 
Good men in A rkansas did not think it 
essentially wrong to forge election returns 
and steal ballot-boxes in the desire to secure 
some ultim ate end that approved itself to 
their minds, but when their iniquity bore 
lruit in an atrocious m urder, they found 
that a Nemesis trails alter every iniquity. 
A nd so also of prom inent men bearing 
high credentials to character, who think 
that for corporate ends Legislatures may 
be corrupted, but who find a vengeance of 
fate following and manifesting itself in 
social disturbance and discontent. 
Returning to the subject of religion, the 
speaker then said he had no word of criti­ 
cism upon any honest belief, wherever 
entertained. But when he was apprised, 
as he constantly was, either by personal 
confession or unim peachable testimony, of 
the considerations that compel men to 
outward conformity to rites they unhesi­ 
tatingly repudiate, be did not think that 
in its consequences their conduct is too se­ 
verely characterized when it is brought 
into close relation with moral delinquen­ 
cies or other departm ents of action, or that 
its consequences can be estimated at too 
enorm ous a value. Mr. Massey stated that 
there was som ething in the air that indi­ 
cates the new spirit of the age in which we 
live, and referred to standards of criticism 
which are the amplest ones by the vast 
majority of the educated and accomplished 
that are m aking it impossible that religion 
can be much longer hedged by privilege, 
dispensed by prescription or interpreted 
through tradition. But he did not believe 
that faith was dead. In the records of 
history, in the discoveries of science, in 
th e accom plishments of art, in the specu­ 
lations of philosophy, and the visions of 
prophecy tie fouud a satisfying belief as 
these are taken up into the knowledge of 
m an and Translated to his experience as 
the manifold ways in which God’s pur­ 
pose and providence, his person and loveli­ 
ness aie made intelligible to our final u n ­ 
derstanding.

A special to th e Exam iner from Xew Y ork 
gives the letter w ritten by H en ry M . Stanley 
to A . L. Bruce, of E din b u rg h , D r. L iving­ 
sto n e's son-in-law . It is given below in fu ll:

) 
September 4,1888. 
j 
My Dear Mr. Bruce: 1 write this letter, not be­ 
cause I know of any opportunity by which I 
could saiely send it t j you, but because I owe 
you many a letter, and the memory of your 
kindness pricks me to have a written word or 
two ready by me in case a iuture opportunity 
offers. My last letter was dated vesterdav, and 
sent to our mutual friend, McKinnon, lor the 
Royal Geographical Society and your pet, the 
Scottish, bnt the courier has gone, or, rather, 
separated from me. 
\Vhile in England, considering the best routes 
open to the Nyanza Albert, I thought I was 
very liberal in allowing myself a two weeks’ 
m arch to cross the forest region lving between 
the Congo and the grassland, hut you may 
imagine our feelings when a mouth saw us 
marching, tearing, plowing and cutting through 
that same continuous forest. It took 16'J days 
before we could say, “ Thank U.d, we are out 
of the darkness at last." 


DAYS LONG TO BE REMEMBERED. 
At one time we were all, whites and blacks, 
almost “done up.” September, October and 
half of the month of November, 1SSS, will not be 
forgotten by us. October will be specially mem­ 
orable to us tor the suffering we endured. Our 
officers are heartily sick of the forest, but the 
loyal blacks, a band ol 130, followed me once 
again into the wild, trackless forest, with its 
hundreds of in' onveniences, to assist their com­ 
rades oi the rear column. 
Try aDd imagine some ot the inconveniences. 
Take a thick Scottish copse dripping with rain; 
imagine this copse to be am ere undergrowth, 
nourished under the impenetrable shade of an­ 
cient trees ranging from 100 to ISO feet high; 
briars and thorns ubtindant; lazy creeks mean­ 
dering through the depths of the jungle, and 
sometimes a deep, rapid river. Imagine this 
forest and jungle in all stages of decay and 
growths—old tiees falling, leaning perilously 
oyer, fallen prostrate: ants and insects of all 
kinds, sizes and colors murmuring around; 
monkeys and chimpanzees above; queer noise-, 
birds and animals; crashes in the jungle, as 
troops ot elephants rush away; dwarfs, with 
poisoned arrows, securely hidden behind some 
buttress or in some dark recess; strong, brown­ 
bodied aborigines with terribly sharp spears, 
standing poised, still as dead stamps: rain pat­ 
tering down on you every other day in the year; 
an Impure atmosphere, with its dread eon se­ 
quences, fever and dysentery; gloom through­ 
outjA e day and darkness throughout the night; 
and; then, if you will imagine such a forest ex­ 
tending the entire distance from Plymouth to 
Peterhead, you will have a fair idea of some of 
the inconveniences endured by us from .1 une 
28th to December 5, ISsT, and from June 1, ISsS, 
to the present time. This will continue from 
the present date till about December, 1888,when 
I hope then to say a last farewell to the Congo 
forest. 
EXTENT o r THE FOREST. 
Now that we have gone through this forest 
region, I only feel a surprise that 1 did not give 
a greater latitude to my ideas respecting its ex­ 
tent. for had we thought of it, it is only what 
might have been deduced from our knowledge 
of the great source of moisture necessary to sup­ 
ply the forest with the requisite sap and vitality. 
Think ot the large extent of the South Atlantic 
ocean, whose vapors are blown duriDg nine 
months of the year in this direction ; think of 
the broad Congo, varying from one to eighteen 
miles wide, which has a stretch ot 1,4 0 miles, 
supplying another immeasurable quantity of 
moisture to be distilled into rain and mist and 
dew over this insatiable forest: and then an­ 
other 600 miles of the Aruwimi or 8turi itself, 
and you will cease to wonder that there are 
about 150 days of rain every year in this region 
and that the Congo forest covers such a wide 
area. 
Until we set foot on the grass land, something 
like fifty miles west of the Albert Nyanza, we 
saw nothing that looked a smile or a kind 
thought or a moral sensation. 
DENIZENS OF THE JUNGLE. 
The aborigines are wild, utterly savage erd 
incorrigibly vindictive. 
The dwarfs, called 
IVanbutti, are worse still, far worse. Animal 
life is likewise so wild and shy that no sport is 
to be enjoyed. The gloom of the forest is per­ 
petual. Tne face of the river reflecting ins black 
walls of vegetation is dark and somber. 
The h e a v e n s re s e m b le a w in try sk y in Eng­ 
la n d . The face of n a tu r e a n d life is fixed a n d 
jo y le s s. If th e s u n c h a n g e s th ro u g h th e black 
clouds e n v e lo D iu g it a n d a k in d lv w in d b ru s h e s 
th e m a ss of v a p o r below th e h o riz o n a n d th e 
bright lig h t re v e a ls our s u rro u n d in g s , it is o n ly 
to ta n ta liz e us w ith a s h o rt-liv e d v is io n of b r il­ 
liancy and b e a u ty of v e rd u re . 
Emerging from the forest finally, we all be­ 
came enraptured like a captive unfettered and 
set free. 
We rejoiced at sight of the blue 
heaven and freely bathed in the w arm sun­ 
shine, and aches and gloomy thoughts and un­ 
wholesome ideas were banished. 
You have heard how the Loudon citizen, after 
months of devotion to business in the gaseous 
atmosphere of that great city, falls into rapture 
at sight of the green fields and hedges, m ead­ 
ows and trees. 
And how his emotions, crowd­ 
ing on his dazed senses.are indescribable. I have 
seen a Derby day, and fancied then I only saw 
madmen, for great bearded, hoarv-headed fel­ 
lows, though well-dressed enough, Dehaved 
in the most idiotic fashion. 


MADE MAD W ITH JOY, 
Well, this December 5th we became suddenly 
smitten to madness in the same manner. 
Had you seen us you would have thought we 
had lost our senses or that “ ’Ligion” had en­ 
tered and taken possession of us. 
We raced with our loads over a wide unfenced 
field (like an English park for the softnessof the 
grass), and herds of buffalo, eland and roan an­ 
telope stood on either side with pointed ears and 
wide eyes, wondering at the sudden wave of 
hum an beings, yelling with joy. as they issued 
out of the dark depths of the lorest. 
On the confines of this forest, near a village 
which was rich in sugar cane, ripe bananas, 
tobacco, Indian corn and other productions- of 
aboriginal husbandry, we came across a woman 
lying asleep. I believe she was a leper and an 
outcast, but she was undoubtedly ug'.y, vicious 
and old, and being old she was obstinate. 


BEAUTY AND T H E BEAST. 
1 practiced all kinds of seductive arts to get her 
to do something besides mumbling, but of no 
avail. Curiosity having drawn toward us about 
a hundred of our people, she fastened her fixed 
eyes on one young fellow, who was smooth­ 
faced and good-lookiDg. and smiled. 1 caused 
him to sit near her and she become voluble 
enough. 
Beauty and youth had tamed the 
“ beast." 
From her talk we learned that there was a 
powerful tribe, called the Bazanza, with a great 
King, to the northeast of our camp, of whom 
we might be well afraid, as the people were as 
numerous as grass. Had we heard this ten 
days earlier I might have become anxious for 
the result, but it now only drew a contemptu­ 
ous smile from the people, for each one, since 
he had seen the grassland and evidences of 
meat, had been translormed into a hero. 
INVADING THE GRASSLANDS. 
We poured out on the plain a fratitic multi­ 
tude, out after an hour or two we became an 
orderly column. 
Into the empty vil lags of the open country we 
proceeded to regale ourselves on melon, rich- 
flavored bananas and plantains and great pots 
full of wine. The fowls, unaware of the pres­ 
ence of a hungry mob, were knocked down, 
plucked, roasted or boiled. The goals, medita­ 
tively browsing or chewing the cud, were Mid-

denly seized and decapitated, and the grateful 
aroma of roast meat gratified our senses. An 
abundance, a prodigal abundance, of good 
things have awaited our eruption into the grass­ 
land. 
Every village was well-stocked with provis­ 
ions. and even luxuries long denied us. Under 
such lare the men became most robust, diseases 
healed as if by magic, the weak became strong •, 
an d th eiew a s not a “goeegoee" or chicken- 
heart left. 
Only the Labuseise near the main Ituri were 
tempted to resist the invasion. Between the 
Ituri and the Nyanza, however, the fighting 
was sharp and almost continuous to the edge ol 
the lake. 
The will to fight was very evident, but out 
people drove them to flight on every occasion. 
Tnis region is inhabited by remnants of tribes 
who have come from Unyoro Itoro, southeast 
and south, and from other nations north, to set­ 
tle, by force or consent, among the Wahume 
shepherds and herdsmen. 
-> 
The most numerous are the Baregga 
Balegga, who occupy a compact mass of hills 
southwest of Lake Albert, and whose territory 
extends down to the level of the Albert. The 
Baregga also made the most fierce and obstinate 
resistance to us. For three days in succession 
they poured down the hills on our Hank and 
rear. Having learned that there was no hope 
of satisfying them except by a hasty with­ 
drawal, we simply pressed on and fronted 
them on each occasion with smoking Reming­ 
tons, until the waste tract along the Nyanza 
gave us a breathing spell. 
A NIGHT MARCH. 
At the Nyanza there was no news to be had 
of Emin Pasha. Ourcouriers from Zanzibar had 
not arrived evidently. It was an inhospitable 
wilderness, not a sizable tree could be found; 
the natives were aggressive and confident. By 
a night march we regained the crest of the 
plateau unknown to the natives. Another seri­ 
ous bout took place. Again we drove the Ba­ 
regga back; again we passed through Mezam- 
boui's valleys, and, despite the utmost endeav­ 
ors of the natives, reerossed the Ituri and en­ 
tered the forest region until we gained ltwari, 
eleven marches from the Nyanza. 
At this place we built a fort. That is, we dug 
a ditch, made a breastwork, treeted tali plat­ 
forms for sharpshooters and surrounded the 
whole with a maze of fences. The absence of 
our boat had caused this retreat from the lake. 
We now proposed to remedv this. We sent 
100 men under Lieutenant Stavis to bring up the 
boat, and two officers, Captain Nelson and Sur­ 
geon Park, were left behind at a place eight 
marches south from Itwara, 
MAKING PEACE WITH THE NATIVES. 
Meanwhile we cultivated the laud, planted 
com, beaus and tobacco, and, having lelt a suf­ 
ficient garrison at the fort, we marched for the 
Aembert lake a second time, April 2,1888. The 
sharp punishment the natives of the grass lands 
had received on our first visit had so tamed 
them that they all made peace with us, oue af­ 
ter the other, and paid indemnities for expenses 
iu the shape of cattle and food. They cut 
wood. l<ore water to the camp, carried our am ­ 
munition and material, furnished us with 
guides and escorted us by hundreds. We had 
to but express a wish and it was granted. 
As we were nearing the lake a chief named 
Ravalli handed me a note. The note was from 
Emin l’asha, requesting us to stav where we 
were until he could communicate with us. As 
this would mean a delay, I dispatched Mr, 
Jephson with the boat and fifty men to launch 
the boat, because now there was no fear. 
MEETING EMIN PASHA. 
Three days later Mr. Jephson arrived at the 
first of Emin Pasha's stations, whore he was 
soon joined by the Egyptian Governor and his 
staff and two days later we received the Pasha 
and his staff', where we learned that everything 
was as well as it should be aud that we had 
been in ample time for such reliei as he re­ 
quired. After a stay of twenty-six days with 
the Pasha there was one work still to be done, 
and that was to find the tear column under 
Major Bartelloi. of whom we had not heard a 
word since we left him on June 28, ISsT. 
Had the Stanley steamer arrived in due time 
with Messrs. Troupe, Ward and Bonnev and the 
126 men left at Bolobo? Had Tippoo Tib joined 
the Major according to contract at Zanzibar 
It 
so, why so slow, unless something serious had 
taken place ? 
These questions we.-e being daily discussed, 
and numerous conjectures were made as to the 
reasons for this delay. Indeed, I felt more 
anxiety about the rear column than I had felt 
for Emin Pasha, since to the rear column was 
confided the largest number of stores of every 
kind. Our advance had only been a kind of 
forlorn hope to carry assurance of relief, prin­ 
cipally. 
LEARNING OF T'.áP.TELOTT'S FATE. 
Then the Major was inexperienced in Africa 
traveling, knowing no languages but Englis 
aud French, and a little Arabic, but of un­ 
doubted braver}-, loyalty and resolution. 
Leaving Stairs. Nelson and Parke at Fort Bo- 
dor-Johnson with Emin Pas ha. we started from 
the fort June 16.1S8>. Fifty-seven davs later we 
overtook our couriers that had been started 
Irom Fort iiodi February ICth with letters to 
the Major, aud four days’after we met the rear 
column, or rather the miserable, forlorn and 
despised remnant of it, with only Mr. Bonny'in 
charge. 
Poor Major Barteilot was dead, shot bv his 
auxiliary carriers, to obtain whom be had 
wasted so many months. Mr. Jamieson was on 
his way to Baugala, G00 miles lower down the 
Congo: Mr. Troup had been invalided home, 
aud Mr. Ward was detained atB angaia by ail 
order from Major Barteilot: Mr. Bonny, the in­ 
ferior officer, was left in charge of the rear col­ 
umn, which numbered about a fourth of the 
number I had left with the officers, for out of 
2'.7 there were only 71, many of them too sick to 
move, the majority worthless as carriers, and 
only about 10 at all presemable or suitable for 
the long journey before us. 
September 5th.—Another timo I have been 
able to send off' a letter. Salem Ben Mohammed 
will take this to Stanley Falls. 
God bless you. Remember me kindly to vour 
wife and children. Ever yours, 
H e n r y M. St a n l e y .
